Britain Trying to Devise Tax — 


On Pools and Other Gambling 


By Basil Dean 
LONDON, — Hugh Dalton, Bri- 


tain’s chancellor of the exchequer 


has his eye on potential source of 
revenue which would bring millions 
of dollars annually to the British 
treasury. This attractive gold-mine 
is a betting tax, and the only thing 
holding the chancellor back, as it has 
discouraged earlier chancellors, is 
the problem of how such a tax could 
be collected, 

There have been many rumors 
the chancellor will propose a tax 
on betting in his next budget. When 
at a political meeting, he was asked 
whether, if he decided to go ahead 
with this plan, he would ensure it 
did not discriminate against the 
small bookmaker and in favor of 
the big racetrack pari-mutuels, Mr 
Dalton put on his best diserming 
smile and replied “that is a delicat 
question.” 

“Bookies” Problem 

Since bookmaking provided you 
have a government license and don't 
welsh on your debts, is quite legal in 
Britain, bookmakers would be sub- 
ject to any tax imposed. Taxing the 
pari-mutuels would be ‘a relatively 
simple business, as experience . in 
Canada has proved. But since Can- 
adian law regards private bookmak- 
ing illegal, federal and provincial 
finance ministers have never been 
required to tax bets which the dom- 
inion’s unlawful bookmakers accept 

In Britain, there are thousands 
bookmakers ranging from the small 
one-man “old firms” which are an 
integral part of the landscape at 
Epsom Downs, Ascot and Aintree 
and which operate from dingy of- 
fices in London's east end, to the 
large, highly-respectable and black- 
coated “commission agents” wit! 
sumptuous offices in Mayfair and 
private telephone lines to every track 
in Britain 

The problem of collecting tax im- 
partially from all these has, hither- 
to, baffled the most ingenius chan- 
eellors, and every year the treasury 
has had to stand mournfully aside 
and watch several million pound 
Sterling in potential tax slipping 
through fingers ior want of an ade- 
quate scheme of collection 

Millions in “Pools” 

In post-war Britain, the prospect 
has become even more harrowing 
Every week through the winter 
millions of the nation’s workers mai 
their pennies and sixpences, along 
with complicated coupons whic! 
they have filled in at the f 
hours of sleep to the 
tral offices of Britair 
pools promoter The wi 
lect, each week, sum 1 
few shillings to as much as $160,000 

If the chancellor could devise a tax 
to siphon off, say ten percent of the 
total cash “invested” each week i1 
the football pools, it would enable 
him to knock a ] 
chunk off Britain ome 
which is levied current at 45 per- 
cent. There is no doubt that, if Mr 
Dalton does come through witt 
betting tax proposal in his budget 
next April, the football pools will b« 
included 

So will the greyhound 
which operate five or 
week in the country i 
and at which the pari-mutuels and 
bookmakers take in thousands of 
pounds nightly 

See Little Opposition 

In principle, no one in Britain 
would seriously object to a betting 
tax. Organized and legal gambling 
is one of the few enterprises in thi 
country unaffected by austerity, ra- 
tioning, sacrifices or controls, and it
